m onies in E ast Liverpool, th e people 
of th e cliv and m any visitors Joining 
th e v e te ran s In th e ir exercises. 
Before th e day cam e flags began to 
fly, and p atrio tic people w ere h ard a t 
work d eco ratin g 
th e ir 
hom es and 
places of business in th e lieart of th e 
city. 
T h e m o n u m e n t 
was draped 
w ith th e n atio n al colors and covered 
w ith 
w reaths, 
and 
flags 
fluttered 
everyw here. 
Many private residences 
fairly glowed w ith th e em blem of lib­ 
erty, an d n o th in g was left und o n e to 
array th e city in its b est bib and 
tu ck er.
